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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Springfield  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

The  teaching  staff  remains  the  same  as  last  year  with  a  total 
enrollment  of  64  divided  as  follows:  Primary  room  (grades 
1-4)  34;  Upper  grade  room  (grades  5-8)  30. 

There  are  four  pupils  from  Grafton  attending  Memorial 
School.  Tuition  has  been  set  at  $150  per  pupil  for  1950-51  and 
$160  per  pupil  for  1951-52. 

The  boys'  play  area  has  been  gravelled  and  it  is  planned  to 
re-surface  and  seed  the  center  plot  in  the  spring.  There  is  a 
real  need  for  more  playground  equipment  for  the  younger 
children. 

A  telephone  has  been  installed  and  a  liquid  duplicator  pur- 
chased.    Pupils'   desks   were   sanded   and   re-finished. 

A  most  generous  donation  of  library  books  was  made  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fairfax  Downey.  A  donation  for  playground  equip- 
ment has  also  been  received. 

There  are  seventeen  students  attending  high  school  this  year. 
Of  these,  one  is  enrolled  at  Enfield,  five  at  Newport  and  eleven 
at  New  London.     Tuition  rates  are  as  follows :

We  will  have  a  larger-than-usual  number  of  students  entering 
high  school  next  fall  as  there  are  now  nine  enrolled  in  the 
eighth  grade,  all  of  whom  will  no  doubt  desire  to  continue  their 
education. 

The  hot  lunch  program,  started  last  year,  has  continued  with 
a  very  high  proportion  of  the  pupils  participating.  We  have 
received  a  variety  of  surplus  foods  from  the  government  with 
only  a  small  charge  made  for  transportation.  The  lunch  pro- 
gram is  non-profit.  The  costs  cannot  exceed  the  income.  Due 
to  the  many  new  school  lunch  programs  started  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, the  government's  reimbursement  was  cut  in  January  from 
nine  to  seven  cents  per  meal  per  pupil. 
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The  School  Board  granted  the  teachers  a  sick-leave  policy  of 
five  days  per  year  without  salary  deduction. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  received  a  larger  amount  of 
state  aid  than  in  former  years.  This  was  due  mainly  because 
the  amount  given  was  figured  only  in  terms  of  elementary  pupils 
and  in  terms  of  a  formula  generally  conceded  to  be  out-of-date. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  formula  proposed  to  the  Legis- 
lature by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  Springfield's  allotment 
would  be  cut  several  thousand  dollars  from  the  amount  of 
$4,551.35  received  this  year.  Although  the  definite  provisions 
of  the  State  Aid  Act  have  not  yet  been  determined  by  the  Legis- 
lature, it  appears  certain  that  we  must  plan  on  a  reduced 
amount  of  money  from  the  state — consequently,  a  smaller  figure 
has  been  estimated  in  next  year's  budget. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co- 
operation received  during  the  past  year  from  the  school  staff, 
together  with  the  loyal  support  of  the  School  Board,  and  the 
continued  interest  of  the  other  citizens  in  the  welfare  of  the 
school.
